CASE ARGUED ATMOHNSTOWN 


This Week Before Judge O'Connor, 


Both Judges of Fayette County Hav- 
ing at Times Been .Counsel for Par- 


. lies Interested.

Johnson and possibly one or two other 
interested -will leave tor Johnstowa, 
Friday morning, to argue the long- 
dra-wn-out .litigation, of the Abigail. 
Lawrence estate, .before Judge Francis 
J. O'Connor. 
Mrs. Lawrence died a 


few years aso at-her home in German 
township, leaving a rather valuable es- 
tate. Shortly after her death, a paper 
made in 1SSS anil purporting to be her 
last will and testament was offered 
to probate and admitted. The execu- 
tors therein, named were her sons, 
Samuel D. Newcomer and James M. 
Newcomer. Some time after.the first 
paper was -probated another was pro- 
•sented which also purported to tie 
the last will of Mrs. Lawrence. The 
husband ol .the deceased, I. Messmo.-e 
ILawrence, asked for letters testamen- 
tary under this will, faut P. A. Johns, j 
who -was register at that time, which 
•was in the'fall of 1900, refused to ad- 
mit the paper to prohate on 
the 


ground that another from the same 
person was then, on record. 


'Some o£ the papers, which passed 


through court, wera mysteriously lost 
ibefore reaching the office of the reg- 
ister. One of these was a petition pre- 
sented in the fall of 1903.concerning 
the appeal Irom the decision of the 


. register In not allowing the will to 
"fae probated. 
October 1, 1903, the 


•court made a decree allowing an a-p- 
•peal •from the decision of the register 
in. refusing to allow the second will 
to "be probated. It was also directed 
that a citation he issued directed to 
Samuel- D. Newcomer and James M. 
INew-comer, as well as all others in- 
terested to show cause why the decis- 
ion of the register should not .he set 
^aside. Exceptions were at once taken 
•-to this order of the court. A citation 
Tvas also later issued to show cause 
-why the decision of the register of No- 
•vember 10, 1900, should not be set 
•aside and. the letters testamentary 
granted to the Newcomers revoked. 
Exceptions were also taken, to this. 
The paper claimed to be the last will 
•was made June 28, 1DOS. 


There are several separate 
civil 


;suits growing out of a settlement of 
'the same estate which, were started in 
the lifetime of 'Mrs. Lawrence and in 
uhlch she is the plaintiff. The differ- 
ent defendants are her children, Basil 
S. Newcomer, Samuel D. Newcomer, 
Mrs. Ellzabetu Carroll and Mrs. Nan- 
cy J. Trader. The attorneys for Mr. 
-Lawrence claim each of the defendant^ 
owe the estate anywhere from $TOO to 
33,000, -while the. latter contend they 
owe nothing. Between these cases and 
ihe dispute over the wills there have 
-'been several hearings held. 
Both 


Judges Reppert and Umbel have at 
times ibeen counsel for some of the 
parties interested and are therefore 
ruled out' and it is necessary 'to get a 
foreign judge to hear the matter. Judge 
•O'Connor came here two anonths ago 
Jor that -purpose, tout some of the par- 
•ties were not ready to proceed and 
•it was decided to go to Johnstown to- 
-.morrow. 


The counsel for Messmore Lawrence 


were somewhat chagrined "Wednesday 
-afternoon when they learned that dis- 
continuances in all the four civil suits 
had 'been file-1 in the office of the pro- 
thonotary. They all are typewritten, 
are dated March 17, 1809, and bear a 
scrolling signature, almost illegible, 
but purporting to be that of Mrs. Law- 
rence. The .papers are all practically 
similar and are in effect that the 
plaintinft, fo-.' and in consideration o£ 
the 
amounts 
paid, 
remit 
all 
for 


which the suit was brought to recover. 
In the same papers Mrs. Lawrenc'e 
says that the suits against the de- 
fendants were brought without her 
personal knowledge or consent and 
she therefore directs that they be 
discontinued forthwith. 
This litiga- 


•tion has been very much out of the or- 
dinary and has attracted considerable 
-.attention from the legal fraternity as 
v,vell as from others.
